Be it therefore enacted by the authority of this 
preſeur yatliament, that the ſaid Statute of te- 
penal, and every thing therein contained, onely 
concerning the faid hook, and the ervice, ad- 
niſtratiou of Sacraments, Rites, aud Ceremodies, 
contained or appointed, in, or by the ſaid Book, 
ſhall be void aud of noue effect, from, and after 
the feaſt. of the rativiry of S. J obs baptift next 
coming. Aud that the aid boak , with the 
order of Service, and of the Adainittrarion 
of Sacraments, rites, and ceremonies, with 
the alceration and additions thereia added and 
appointed by this S:atute,ſhall ſtaud, ani be, rom 
and after the ſaid feaſt of the nativity of Saint 
Jahn Baptitt, is full force and effect, according to 
the tenor and effet of this S atute: any thing in 
the foreſaid Statute of repeal to the contrary 
notwithttanding.

And now at Dur very firſt entry into 
the Realm, being entertained and im: 

oꝛt uned with Inkoꝛmations ot lundzy 
Pintckers „tomplaining ok the errozs 
and imperkect ions of the Church here, 
ulwell in matter ok Doctrine, #s of 
Diſcipline; Although We had no rea⸗ 
ſon to pzeſume that things were lo far 
amiſle,as was pꝛetended, becaule Me 
had ſeen the Gingdom unver thet 
fo:m-of Religion which by La was 
eſtabliſhen in the” dapes of the late 
Queen of kamous memozie, blelled 
with a peace and pꝛoſperity, both er- 
traozdinary, and of many peers contt- 
nuance (a ſtrong evivence that God 
was therewith well pleaſed, ) et ve- 
caitſe the impoztunitir of the Complai- 
ners was great, their affirmations ve 

ement , and the zcal wherewith tbe 
lame did ſeem to be accompanied, ve 
ry ſpecious: We were moved thereby 
to make if Dur occaſion to diſcharge 
that duety which is the chiefeſt of all 
Ninglp duties, that is, to lettlethe a> 
fairs of Religion, and the Service of 
God befoze their own. Thich while 
Ue were in handto do, as the conta- 
gion ot the ſicknellereigning in Our ci⸗ 
tie of London and other places, woulp 
permit an aſſembly of perſons meet fo:

learned men, aſwell of thoſe that are 
confozmableto theState ofþ Church 
eſtabliſhed, as of thoſe that dillented. 
Among whom what Dur pains were, 
what Our patience in hearing and 
replying, and what the indifferencie 
and upꝛightnelſe of Dur judgement in 
determining, Te leave to the repoꝛt of 
thoſe who heard the lame, contenting

own heart therein. But Te cannot 
conceal, that theſucceſſeofthat Cons 
ference was luch, as happenethto mas 
np other things, which moving great 
erpectation befoze they be entred into, 
in their ilſue pꝛoduce [mall effects.

ble conffruction of them: but koꝛ that 
in a matter concerning the Service 
of God Me were nice, 0: rather jea⸗ 
loug, that the publike Fozm thereof 
ſhould be free, not only from blame, but 
from ſuſpicion, ſo as neither the com- 
mon Adverſary ſhould have advantage 
to wꝛeſt ought therein contained, to os 
ther ſenſe then the Church of England 
intendeth,nozany troubleſome o2 igno- 
rant perſon of this Church be able to 
take the leaſt occaſion of cavill againſt 
it: And fo: that purpoſe gave fozth 
Dur Commiſſion under Our great 
Seal of England, to the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury and others, accoꝛding 
to the koꝛm which the Lawes of this 
Realm in like caſe pꝛeſcribeto be uſed, 
to make the laid Explanation, and to 
cauſe the whole Book of Common 
pꝛayer, with the ſame Explanation, 
to be newly pꝛinted. Which being now 
done, andeſtabliſhed anew after ſo le. 
rious a deliberation, although We 
doubt not, but all our Subjects both 
Miniſters and others, will receive the 
lame with luch reverence as appert ai 
neth, and confozm themſelves there- 
unto,everp man in that which him con- 
terneth: Bet Have TUe thought it ne⸗ 
eeſſary, to make known by Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion Our authozizing of the ſame, And 
to require æ enioyn all men,aſwellEc- 
rleſtaſticall as Tempozall, to cenfoꝛm 
themſelves unto it, and to the pꝛactiſe 
thereof, as the onely publike koꝛm of 
ſerving God, eſtabliſhed and allowed 


to be in this Realm, And the rather, 


there pꝛelent, aſwell of the Biſhops as 
athers, pꝛomiſed their confozmitie in 
the pzactiſe of it, onely making luit to 
Us, that ſome few might be bozn 
with foz a time. 

WWherefoze Ne require all Arechbi⸗ 
ſhops, Biſhops, and all other publike 
Miniſters, aſwell Eccieſtaſticall ag 
Civill, to vo their dueties in cauſing 
the lame to be obeyed, and in puniſhing 
the offenders accoꝛding to theL aweg 
of the Realm Heretofoze eſtabliſhed, 
fo: the authozizing of the ſaid Book 
of Common pꝛaper. And Ae think it 
allo neceſlarp, that þ ſaid Archbiſhops 
and Bichops, doe each of them in his 
Dꝛovince and Dioceſſe take ozdep, 
That every pariſh do pꝛocure to them 
ſelves within ſich time as they ſhald 
think good to limite, one of the ſai 
books ſo explained. And laſt of all, Ge 
do admoniſh all men, that hereaft& 
they ſhall not erpect no2 attempt amy 
further alteration inthe Common ara 
publike form of Gods Service, from 
this which is now eſtabliſhed, fo2 that 
neither wilWexive way to any to pꝛe⸗ 
ſume, that Dur own fudgement ha⸗ 
ving determined in a matter of this 
weight, ſhall be dwaied to alteration by 
thefrivolous ſuggeſtions of any light 
ſpirit:neither are We ignoꝛant et the 
inconveniences that do ariſe in Go⸗ 
vernment, by admitting innovation in 
things once ſetled by mature delibers⸗ 
tion: And Howneceſfarp it is to uſe cons 
ſtancie in the upholding of the publike 
determinations of States, foz that 
ſich is the unguietneſſe and unſtedfaſt⸗ 
nelle of ſome diſpolitions, affecting e⸗ 
very peer new foꝛms of things, ag 
if they ſhould be followed in their un⸗ 
conſtancie, would make all actions.of 
States ridiculous and contemptible: 
whereas the: ffedfaſt maintaining of 
things by good advice eſtabliſhen, is 
the wealof all Tommor-wealths,

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Here was never any thing by the wit 
EN of manſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure 
oF cftablithed» which in continuance of 
time hath not been corrapted y as 
; (among other things) it may plainly 
appear by the Common prayers in the Church: 
commonly called Divine ſervice, The firſt origi- 
nall and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall finde that the 
ſame was not ocdained, but of a good purpoſe, and 
for a great advancement of godlinefle, For they 
M ordered the matter, that the whole Bible (or 
the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once 
every | rc thereby that the Clergie, and 
ly ſuch as were Miniſters of the Cengrega- 
tion, ſhould ( by often reading and meditation of 
Gods word) be ſtirred up to godlineſſe themſelves, 
and be more able to exhort others by wholeſome 
do&rine,and to confute them that were advyerſarias 
to the truth. And farther, that the people, hy daily 
hearing of holy Scripture read in q Churchyſhould 
t ontinually profit more and more in the know- 
ledge of God, and be the more inflamed with the 
Jove of his true Religion, But theſe many yeers 
paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been ſoaltered, broken, & neglected, 
by planting in uncertainſtories,legends» reſponds, 
verſes, vain repetitions , commemorations', and 
ſynodals; that commonly when any book of the 
Bible was begun » before three or four Chapters 
were read out, all the reſt wereunread. And in this 
fort the book of Eſay was begun in Advent, and 
the book of Geneſis in Septuageſima 1 but they 
were onely begun, and never read thorow. After 
like ſort were other books of holy Scripture uſed. 
And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch 
language ſpoken to the people iu the Church, as 
they might underſtand, and have profit by hearing 
the ſame : the ſervice in this Church of England 
( theſe many yeers)hath beenread in Latine to the 
— 1 » which they underſtand not: ſo that they 
aye heard with their ears onely, and their heart, 
ſpirit and minde have not been edified thereby, 
And ſurthermore, notwithſtanding that the anci- 
ant Fathers have divided the Palms into ſeven 
portions; whereof every one was called aNoffxrve; 
now of late time a few of them have been daily 
ſaid, and often repeated, & the reſt utterly omitted. 
Moreover, the number and hardneſſe ef the tules 
called the Pye, and the manifold changings of the 
Service,was the cauſe, that to turn the book only, 
was ſo hard and intricate a matcer , that many 
times there was more buſineſſe to finde out what 
ſhould be read. then to reade it when it was found 
out, Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, 
here is ſet forth ſuch an order, whereby the ſame 
(hall be redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this mat- 
ter, here is drawn out 2 Kalender for that purpoſe, 
which is plain and eaſie to be underftood, wherein 


Ta appointed in the « 
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(ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scri. 
ptures is ſo ſet forth, that all things thal be done in 
order » without breaking one piece thercof from 
another, For this cauſe becut off Anthemes, Re- 
ſponds, Invitatories, and ſich like things as did 
break the continuall courſe of the reading of the 
$cripture, Vet, becauſe there is no remedy,but that 
of neceſcity there muſt be ſome rules, therefore 
certain rules are here ſet farth, which az they be 
few in number, ſo they be plain and eaſie to be 
underſtood. $o that here you have an order for 
prayer as touching the reading of holy Scripture, 
much agreeable to the minde and purpoſe of the 
old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable ane 
commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It 
ic moreprofitable, becauſe here are left out many 
things, whereof ſome be untrue , ſome uncertain, 
ſomeyain and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is ordain- 
ed to be read, hut the very pare word of God, tha 
holy Scriptures, or that which is evidently ground. 
ed upon the ſame, and that in ſuch a language and 
order, at is mot eaſie and plain for the underftand- 
ng both of the readers and hcarers, It is alſo 
more commodious, both for the hortneſſe thereof, 
and for the plainneſſe of the order „and for that 
the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore by this 
order the Curates ſhall need none other books for 
their publike ſerv ice, but this book and the Bible? 
by the means wherof the people ſhall not be at fo 
great charges for books, as in times paſt they 
have been. And where heretofore there hath been 
great diverſity in ſaying and finging in Churclies 
within this Realm, ſome following Salisbury uſes 
foine Hereford uſe , ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome 
of York» and ſome of Lincolne $ now from hence - 
forth all the whole Realm (hall have but one uſe, 
And if any will judge this way more painfull, 
becauſe that all things muſt be read upon the 
book» whereas before by the reaſon of ſo often re- 
petition, they could ſay many things by heart: if 
thoſe men will weigh their labour with the profit 
and knowledge which daily they ſhall obtain by 
reading upon the book , they will not refuſe the 
_ in conſideration of the great profit that 
all enſue thereof, 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſe 
plainely ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe, 
and praꝭ ice of the ſame: to appeaſe all ſuch diver- 
ſity ( if any ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts concerning the maner how to underſtand, 
do, and execute the things conteined in this book, 
the parties that ſo doubt, or diyerſly take any 
thing, (hall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dive 
telle, ho by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the 
quieting and appeaſing of the ſame, ſo that the 
ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained 
in this book. And if the Bilhop of the Dioceſſe be 
in doubt, then he way ſend for the reſolution

daily to more and more abuſes, which not onely | 
for their unprofitableneſſe, but alſo becauſe they 
have much blinded the people , and obſcured the | 
glory of God , are worthy to be cut away , and 
clean rejected. Other there be, which although | 
they have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought 
good to reſerve them ftill , as well for a decent 
order in the Church ( for the which they were 
Eck deviſed) as becauſe they pertaiu to edificati- | 
on , whereunto all things done in the Church (as 
the Apoſtle reacheth) ought to be referred. And 
although —— the or omitting of a Ceremo- 
nyluu it ſelt confidered, is but a ſmall thing: yet 
the wilfull and contemptuous tranſgreſſon and 
breaking of a common order and diſcipline, is no 
ſmall offence before God, 

Let all things be done among you, faith S. Paul, 
in a ſeemly and due order. The appointment of 
the which order pextaixeth not to private men: 
therfore no man ought to take in hand, nor pre- 
ſume to appoint or alter any publike or common 
order in Chriſta Church; except he be lawtully | 
called and authorized thereunto. 
And whereas in this our time the mindes of men | 
are ſo divers, that ſome think it a great matter 
of conſcience, to depart from a piece of the leaft | 
of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their 
old cuſtomes: and again on the other fide, ſome | 
be ſo new fangled i that they would innovate a 
things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can 
like them but that is new: it was thought expe- 
dieut, uot ſo much to have reſpe@ how to pleaſe 
and fatisfie either of theſe parties, as how to | 
Pleaſe God , and profit them both. And yer left| 
auy man ſhoald be offended , whom good reafon 
might ſatisße , here be certain cauſes rendred,' 
why ſome ot the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put 
away, and ſome reteined and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe and 
multitude of them hath ſo inereaſed in theſe latter 
dayes, that the burthen of them was intolerable, 
whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that 
they were grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate 
of Cht iſtian people was in worſe caſe, concerning 
that matter,then were the Jews. And he counſel - 
led,that ſuch yoke and burden ſhould be taken 2 
way, as time would ſetve quietly re do it. 

. But what would S. Auguſtine have ſaidyifhe had 
feen the Ceremonies of late dayes uſed; among us, 
whereunto the multi tude uſed in his time was not 
to be compared? This eur exceſſive multitude of 
27 — ſo great, and many of them ſo 

rk, that they did more confound and darken, 


moniall Law (as much of Moſes Law wat) but it 
is a religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the 
figure or ſhadow,but in thefreedome of the dpi 
rit, being content onelyewith thoſe Ceremonies 
which do — to a decent order, and godly diſci- 
Pline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtit up the dull minde 
of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, 
by ſome notable and ſpecial! fignification, where- 
by he might be edified. 

Furthermore,y moſt weighty cauſe of the abo- 
liſhmear of certain ceremonieswas,that theywere 
fo tar abuſed, partly by the ſuperttitious blindnes 
of the rude aud unlearned,and partly by the un- 
ſatiable avarice ot ſuch as ſought more theirown 
lucre, then the glory of. God, that theabuſes could 
not well be taken away, the thing remainingttill. 
But now as concerning thoſe per ſons, which per- 
adventure will be offended, tor that ſome of the 
old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: if they confi- 
de r, that without ſome ceremonies it is not po- 
ble to keep any order or quiet diſcipline in the 
Churctythey ſhall eafily perceive juſt cauſe to re- 
form their judgements, And if they think much 
that any of the old do remain, and would rather 
have all deviſed anew : then ſuch men, granting 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely 
where the old may be well uſed, there they can 
not reaſonably reprove the old, only for theix 
age, without bewraying of their own folly, For 


Ft; ſich Ceremonies as be uſed in the then declare & ſet forth Chrifts benefits unto uv; 
85 Church, and have had thei beginning And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a cere- 


| in uch a cafe, they ought rather to have reve- 


rence unto them for their antiquity, if — will 
declare themſelves to be more ſtudious of unity 
and concord, then of innovations and new fau- 

leneſſe, which( as much as may be, with thetrue 
etting forth of Chrifts Religion) is alwayes to 
be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have no juſt 
cauſe with the Ceremonies reſecved to be offend- 
ed. For as thoſe be taken away which were moſt 
abuſedy and did burden mens conſciences with- 
out any cauſe * ſo the other that remain, are re- 
rained for a diſcipline and order, which (upon 
joſt cauſes may be altered and changed; and 
therefore are not to be efteemed equall with 
Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither dark 
nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that 
every man may underftand what they do mean, 
and to what uſe they do ſerve, So that it is not 
like, that they in time to come ſhould be abuſed 
as other have been, And in theſe our doings we 
condemn no other Nation , nor pre'cribe any 
thing, but to our own people only. For we think 
it convenient, that every couatrie ſhonld uſe ſuch 
Ceremonies,as they ſhall think beſt to the'ſerting 
forth af God honoer and glorie, and to the re- 
ducing of the people to a moſt perfe@ and godly 
livicg , without errour or ſuperſtition 2 And 
that they ſhould put away ether thi whieh 
from time to time they perceive to mot 
abuſed , as in mens ordinances it often chanceth
